YOUR VISIT, WONDER IF YOU MIGHT GIVE ME A RUNDOWN ON POINTS 
YOU PLAN TO MAKE TO THE SHAH AND YOUR I IN COLLEAGUES. AS YOU 
CAN IMAGINE, WE ARE PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN ANY NEW HARDWARE 
OR MISSIONS THAT MIGHT BE CONTEMPLATED FOR THE ALREADY HARD 
PRESSED IRANIAN NAVY. IF I MAY MAKE A SUGGESTION, BELIEVE 

IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO ATTEMPT TO CONVEY TO THE SHAH SOME IDEA 
OF THE MAGNITUDE OF THE TASK HE IS ASKING THE I IN TO TAKE ON.

OF THE I IAF WITH THE SHAH EARLIER THIS YEAR. YOU MAY WISH TO
